Farmers’ Main Source of Rev-

OALGARY, Feb. 17.—The first ses- 
@ion of the Dairymen's convention, 
which opened at the Palliser hotel on 
Wednesday morning and was presided 
over by (C. Marker, dairy commisasion- 
er, brought together again datryme 
from all over the province, who 
anxiously trying to sdlve the prob- 
Jems which they are up against at the 
present time, problems which most 
of them feel will be solved by rising 
to a higher quality in their products, 
which, during the war time and al- 
most up to the present have not pre- 

nted any serious question when 
quantity rather than quality has been 
the standard. 

Main Revenue Sources 

The growing interest in the dairy 
business was commented on by H. 
A. Craig, deputy minister of agricul- 
ture, who was the first speaker on the 
program. For a long time the price 
Was not In keeping with that of other 
Yarm products but had commenced to 
advance some time ago Gill butter 
that sold for 26 cents in 1915 sold at 
66 1-2 cents in 1926, or rather these 
are the average prices for three years. 
The farmer, he said, would depend 
more than ever before on the dairy 
business as the pmain source of

and he felt that no man would be

Then in connection with the 
proposition, Mr. Craig made the 
statement that we have no native or 


tame graas that is suitable for cattle | 
for the whole season and that we must | 
give more attention to forage crops. | 


Already progress has been made and 
silos have become popular, but it has 
not been agreed as yet as to which 
ind of Silage is the best, although 
every dairyman knows that some kind 
of succulent food is a necessity, _.Ex- 
periments are taking place and many 
new ideas are being tried out. 

A ‘big opportunity for the man who 
raises pure bred Jersey cattle was 
poited out by Mr. Cradg in his closing 
remarks. 

A Frank and Open Talk 

“The discussions at this convention 
whow how frankly and openiy things 
are talked over,” mld Mm Marker 
in his opening remarks, rederring to 
the meetings wf Tuesday of the but- 
termakers’ and manufacturers’ sec- 
tions, when each had come to hard 
tack in discussing the difficulties con- 
fronting them at the present time. 
Optimism, which is the slogan of this 
convention, was atso Mr. Marker's 
and he told of how often things had 
been predicted as going to tthe dogs 
but that they had mot gone as yet. 
The dairy industry had been up 
against conditions which have been 
hard to cope with but by looking these 
in the face and realizing them and 
remedying them, he felt that the re- 
turn of the high position which our 
products had occupied iwas only a 
matter of time. With the keenress 
of the market today, the spread which 
has been so small between the highest 
and lowest kind of butter, would have 
to be increased and this problem 
would golve itself by the unprofitabili- 
ly of the poor article, For the first 
time fin the history of Alberta, the 
market to the west had been cut off, 
but several men who had been study- 
ing world markets would be able to 
give us some advice on this matter. 
No one has a market by “Divine 
right,’ and we msut make good in 
order to retain ours.

Boys and Girls Clubs In The West 


To make one’s life more attrac- 
tive; to give it an outlook; to make 
one realize that his avocation 1s go- 
ing to call for mental ability of high 
order as well as for physical 
strength is an important and inter- 
esting task. If this can be dope, 
and at the same time, pleasure ha 


znd lasting friendships formed, 
profit and recreation will happily 
mingie. 


This is done through Boys’ and 
Girls’ Clubs and the teaching in the 
public schools of Manitoba of Agri- 
culture and Home-Making. In 1912 
seven such clubs were organized 
with an initial membership of 750 
end so popular has the movement 
proved that there are to-day 240 
such clubs, 1,500 branch clubs and 
a total! membership of 30,000. Prac- 
tically all girls and boys, between 
the ages of ten and nineteen years 
in that province—outside of the 
cities—are members of the clubs 
with the result that future emphasis 


in this connection is directed to- 
wards making the work more ef- 
ficient. 

Government encouragement of 
the movement is shown in the pro- 
vision of 50 per cent. of the money 
paid out in cash prizes on-agricul- 
tural and home economics and 50 
per cent on school exhibits up to 
15 per cent of the total Govern- 
ment grant, the amount required for 
such purposes this year, was $-0,- 
000 fanitoba is the only province 
that tangibly assists clubs to hold 
fairs in this manner and after four 
years exporienpe, they are evi- 
dently well satisfied with the re- 
sult and convinced that such asbist- 
ance has materially contributed to 
the success of the movement. 


The number taking part in the 
various projects shown by the 
fellowing list, namely, ardening 


15,006; sewing 12,000; cookery 12,- 
000; poultry 5,000; canning 5,000; 
live stock 4,500; grain growing 
2,500; dairying 2,300 and woodwork 
1,800, indicates that some subjects 
are more popular than others, The 
difference is more a question of cir- 
cumstances. Many club members 
living in towns cannot go in for 
livestock, grain growing and dairy- 
ing to the extent that they would 
like, and generally, these cannot be 
taken up in the country except by 
the teen age members, while in the 
projects like gardening, poultry 
raising and sewing, all members can 
take part. 

The four leaf clover, the em#lem 
of good luck with a capital “H” on 
each leaf, has been adopted as the 
club emblem. The four “H's” typif 
the all round develgpment whieh 
club work stands for, “Head, Hard, 
Heart and Health.”

Squares, Trail Rangers, etc., is own- 
ership. Practically all the good fea- 
tures in these splendid city boy 
organizations are included in the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Club scheme, and in 
addition, provision is made for each 
member to raise chickens or pigs 
or calves and sheep. To plant a 
garden and preserve the products, 
to have # quurier acie plot of certi- 
fied diseast: free potatoes and lastly, 
to be abie to sei! their product and 
open a snug bank account, not for 
the purpose of hoarding, but to have 
it available for use when a favorable 
opportunity presents itself. 

Jeither the boy or girl who has 
no money to spend nor the one who 
ets all he wants to spend, has any 
idea of the value of money or how 
to advantageously spend it when 
they do happen to have it, compared 
with the boy who earns it and is 
free to invest it as his jidgment 
suggests. 

A feature of club work developed 
during the past year that offers 
great possibilities, is team demon- 
stration work. A demonstration 
team consists of three girls or three 
boys, a captain and two assistants. 
Such a team will take an agricul- 
tural or home economics subject and 
by dramatizing it, invest it with 
uch interest that not only do the 
members of the team, but those who 
have the opportunity of listening to 
them, see in it a subject capable of 
untold interest and investigation. 

The members work together with 
such clock-like regularity that one 
or other is always speaking and the 
two are doing the actual mechanical 
work at the aame time, and when 
the demonstration is completed, the 
table iw cleared and everything 
packed away.
